The closing balance of Rs. 56,949)673 of the year under report is 
exclusive of a j^erraanent advance of Rs. 985/- held by the staff as an imprest, 
as sliown in the statement of advances and recovenea appended. 


Besides the closing balance, the committee had Government Promissory 
notes worth Rs. 10,000/- and fixed deposits amounting to Rs. 75,000/- in 
Imperial Bank of India, Ajmer Branch. 

Income. 

9 . The total income during the year under report was Rs. 1,68,730/11/2 
as compared with Rs. 1,69,943/13/0 of the last year, which shows a decrease 
of Rs. 1,213/1/10. The important items of variation are e.xplained below : 

(f) Income under this sub-head was Rs. 1,43,502/1/- as compared with 
Octroi Eeceipts. Rs. 1,29,352/5/3 of the last year The increase of 
Rs, 14,149/11/9 is due to greater import of dutiable articles specially sugar 
ghee, tobacco, other than Khamira and Malvi, cloth, Kapas, pressed cotton 
bales etc. 

(ii) Income under this sub-head during the year under report was 
Rent of Land. Rs. 4,335/9/11 against Rs. 4,098/4/6 of the last year. 
This increase is due to grant of new leases and the renewal of old ones, the rent 
amount of which was received during the year under report. 

(in) During the year under report three plots of land were sold for 
Sale of Land. Rg. 140/1/1 while no Such sales were effected during the 
last year. Hence this increase. 

(iv) Income under this sub-head during the year under report was 
Fees under Section 161 . Rs. 864/-/- against Rs. 564/-/- of the last year. The 

increase of Rs. 300/-/- is due to renewal 'and grant of more licenses than that, 
of the last year. 













(u) Income under this- sub-head during the year underreport was 
Gtirdon Income. Es. 526/6/3 against Rs, 394/4/- of the last year. The 
increase of Rs. 132/2/3 is due to better produce that fetched a better price. 

(wi) Income under this sub-head during the year under report was 
Sales Miscellaneous. Rs. 503/6/6 against Rs. 370/5/6 of the last year. The 
increase of Rs. 133/1/- is due to more sales of Miscellaneous articles. 

(vii) During the year under i-eport a sum of Rs. 1,42*1/4/0 was 
Interest on invest- received as interest against Rs. T, l2b/l2/5 of the last 

ments. 'pjjg increase of Rs. 295/7/7 is due to interest 

on Rs. 30,000/-/- invested last year. 

(uiti) Income under this sub-head during the year under report was 
Salo proceeds of Water. Rs. 5,895/2/- against Rs. 6,897/7/- of the last year. The 
decrease of Rs. 1,002/5/. is due to less recovery than that of the last year. 

(m;) During the year under report no investments were withdrawn 
Sale Procooda of Govt, from thc Bank while in the last year a sum of 

soonritioe and withdrawals 

from Bank. Rs. 20,302/-/- was withdrawn. 

(jt) During the year under report Rs. 7,381/7/8 were received as 

Dopoaits. deposit against Rs. 3,207/11/9 of the last year. The 
increase of Rs. 4,173/11/11 is due to receipt of more amount from those sources 
from which the committee maintains a system of taking deposits. 

Expenditure. 

10 . The total e.xpenditure during the year under report was 
Rs. 1,64,242/0/11 against Rs. 2,00,884/9/10 of the last year. The decrease 
of lls, 36,642/8/11 in e.Kpenditure islexplained below : — 

(0 Expenditure under this sub-head was Rs. 10,745/2/- against 
Geuaral AdmiaiBtration. 9,462/6/- of the last year. The increase of 
Rs. 1,282/12/- is partly due to rise iu the price of office stationery articles 
which wore purchased more than that of the last year, and partly due to meet 
out the cost of acting arransremenis made in connection with four months leave 
granted to the Head Clerk and Accountant. 

(it) Expenditure under this sub-^head during the year under report 
Octroi Department, was Rs. 23,007/4/9 against Rs. 23,603/6/- of the last year. 
The decrease of Rs. 596/1/3 is due to payment of less refunds to exporters 
than that of the last year. 

, (tit) The Expenditure under this sub-head was Rs, 1,694/7/5 against 
'Paxes and Revenue Rg. 1,196/9/6 of thelastyear. The increase of Rs. 497/l.H/ll 
Department, js due to retention of temporary services of the Assistant 
Secretary and his. compensatory allowance throughout the year under report. 

(iy) The Expenditure under this suh-head was Es. 2,600/3/6 against 
Pension & Gratuities. Rs. 2,365/15/3 of the last year. The increase is due to 
grant of pension to Mr. Gomti Frashad Nigam, Jalia Engineer from 15tli 
July 1940 and to Vital Stati.stic Moharrir from 5th July 1940. 
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(»’) Daring the year under report a sum o£ lis, 133/6/0 was paid 
Fire. towards fire extinguishing charges that broke out in 

the town in a wool godown. 

(vi) The Expenditure under this sub-head was Rs. 9,821/-/- against 

Lighting. Hs. 5, 44/6/9 of the last year. The increase of 

Ks. 4,476/9/3 is due to replacement of oil light with electric light. 

(vii) The Expenditure under this sub-head was Rs. 24,426/15/- 
Water Supply. against Rs. 27,145/1/11 of the last year. The decrease of 

Rs. 2,718/2/10 is due to less expenditure being incurred on original works than 
that of the last year. A detailed report -on water works is also appended 
herewith. 

The scheme of pumping out water by electricity from .Jalia wells could 
not be achieved and pumping is done by steam engine. 

(viii) The expenditure under this sub-head waS Rs. 2,457/11/- against 
Drainage. Rs. 1,704/8/9 of the last year. The increase of Rs. 753/2/3 
is due to construction of more new drains thsxn that of the last year. 


(ix) The expenditure under this sub-head was Rs. 37,533/1/2 against 
Conservancy. Rs. 33,079/11/11 of the last year as compared below ; —

The reasons of variations are as follows : — 


(i) Pay of staff. Increase is due to temporary appointment of Health 
Officer. 

(it) Pay of sweepers. Increase is due to increase in the strength of 

sweepers. 

(in) Increase is due to repairs done to latrines etc. during the year 
Construcuon and repairs ^^der report, while in the previous year no such repairs 
were executed. 
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(*y) The increase is due to the fact that besides paying a monthly 
TJp-Keep and feed of allowance o£ Rs. 12/- for the up-keep of the buffaloes 

Live Stock. Owned by sweepers to work the Municipal carts, the 
committee had to purchase fodder for them at a high rate of price and to 
supply the sweepers at cheapest rate within the means of the sweepers, thus 
■the committee had to pay a portion of its cost due to which the expenditure 
exceeded the budget provision. , The conservancy staff consisted of one 
temporary Health Officer, one Sanitary Inspector, 5 Jamadars, one Pakhalwala, 
Bhisti, 105 sweepers, 8 female sweepers and 12 trenching ground sweepers 
and one mate sweeper. 

The rolling stock consisted of 7 0 carts, out of Avhich 22 are used for 
removing night soil, 39 to remove foul water and 9 to remove city rubbish. 

(v) The increase is due to purchase of three new conservancy foul 
Honoirai and repairs of carts besides the Ordinary repairs. 


(vi) The increase is due to holding Teja Fair during the year under 
report while in the preceeding year no such fair was held. 


(vii) The increase is due to jJui’chase of more miscellaneous articles 
^^liecellaneous. during the year under report than that of the last year. 

(viii) There are 8 public latrines and 26 urinals made of galvanised 
iron sheet witlTstone seats which are daily washed and disinfected. 

During the year under report the Ajraeri Gate latrine that was of 
•corrugated iron sheets was made pucca and that material repairs were done to 
Chans: Gate latrine. 

Night soil is collected at different depots at public latrines by the brit 
sweepers for final removal by Municipal carts to the trenching ground situated 
at a distance of about two miles away from the town in Dilwara forest on 
Masuda Road. Urine and foul water is taken directly from cesspools attached 
to public latrines and private houses for disposal to the trenching ground or its 
neighbouring places.

(ia;) The expenditure under this sub-head was Rs. 4,513/13/9, 
Hospitalaand against Rs. 4,613/6/9 of the last year. The deci’ease 

Dispensaries. of Rs. 99/9/- is due to less expenditure being incurred 

on contingent articles required for female dispensary and less amount required 
for burning and burial of paupers and for other miscellaneous expenditure. 

(a') The expenditure under this sub-head w'as Rs. 667/9/3 as compared 
. Vaccination. vvitli Rs. 589/0/8 of the last year. There is however a 
little increase in expenditure which calls for no explanation.

The net income of the Committee excluding advances, deposits and 
octroi refunds was Rs. 1,45,541/11/- during the year under reiiort, while the 
expenditure on primary education was Rs. 10,719/0/6 which was reasonable 
as • per proviso to Section 44 of the Ajmer-Merwara Municipalities 
Regulation VI of 1925. 

There is one Secondary Vernacular Middle School and eight primary 
schools, situated in different localities of the town, to impart education.
